What It meant to salve a wreck U 
*omet hlng that few outside of prac¬ 
tical oeamen can properly appreciate. 
The wreck Is a ponfieroua. unwieldy 
mountain of steel and oak. wolghln* 
between 8.000 and 12.000 ton*, often 
dangerous for any reaeel to approach, 
and this moat be lifted bodily and 
floated from the decka of pitching, on- j 
■table scows and bnrgea. The wrack I 
may be anbmerged beneath flfteen or 
thirty feet of water and ao atovo In ! 
that divers moat go down and effect 
temporary repairs before It can be 
rained. It tnay be a wrack so shat¬ 
tered that It Is not worth raising, ao i 
that the wrecker's work consists mere¬ 
ly in blowing up the hulk and re¬ 
moving It as a menace to navigation. 
Or the vessel tnay be fairly Intact, but 
sank too deep to make attempt at 
raising advisable; the wrecker’s work 
consisting In salving valuable cargo. 
Often the wreck Is one not submerged 
at all. A ship may have run on to s 
reef, where It Ilea, nose on a crag and 
stern afloat, rising and falling on the
